The University of Nebraska has 
announced the development there 
of a new hybrid -wheat which 
yields about 25 per cent more than 
current varieties, In one test, the 
yield was 120 bushels per acre. 

It probably will be some time be- 
fore the new wheat is available 
for growers..It has been in the re- 
search stage for quite awhile. But 
it is possible that, once it has been 
proved out, farmers could grow 
enough: for American needs on 
about one-third less acres than are 
now planted. `
